The resolation of Uongress changed the old
thirteen British Colunies into free nnd inde-
pendent States, Tt remained 1o set forth the
roason for this woly and the principles which
the new people would own s their guidea,
Of ths committee appointed for that duty
Thomna Jeffarson nF Virginia had receives
tho largest niunber of votes, nod was in thnl
mnnner mngled out to draft the confession of
fiith of the rislng vipire, Ho owed this dis
tinetion to respect for the colony which he
represented, to the consummate uhlllt\ of the
Htats papers which he had  wlready Written,
and to that general favor which follows
merlty modesty, and 8 sweet disposition; it
the quality which specially fitted him for the
tuske was the pathetic chnracter of his
nature, by which he wus ubis with instinot-
iva perception to read the soul of the nation,
snd baving collectod in himself is hest
thoughts and aoblest fuelings, to give them
out in clear and bold words, mixed with so
Jittle of himself, that his cotntry s it went
wlipg with hlm‘ found nothing but what it
recognized as its own. No man of his cen-
tury had more trust in the collective  resson
wnd conscience of his fellow-men, or buiter
knew how to take their counsel; and In re-
turn he came Lo be & ritler over the willing in
the waorld of opinion. Born to an indepen-
dent fortune, he had from his youth been
and indefatigable stadent. Of a calin tem-
perament wird o philosophic east of mind, nl-
wuys temparate in his mode of life and deco-
rous in his manners, he was o perfect moaster
of his passions. He was of n delicate organ-
igation, nnd fond of elegance; bis tastes Were
refined; laborions in his application to busi-
ness or the parsuit of knowledge, music, the
most spiritusl of all pleasures. of the zenses,
wns his favorite recreation; mhl he took u
nevir-fniling ill:ilghl in_the heant s 1" §i7 Vi
rioug BRARse Gt rideal life hmmmg himself o
home in the loveliest region of his native
State, He wne a skiliful hovsemnn; and he
alse delighted to roam the mnlmmlm ot foot,

The range-of his knowledge was very wide;
he wits not unfamiliar with the lteiature of
Greece and Rome; had mnaptitude for path-
ematics and mechanics; aud loved espeeially
the natural sclences; scorning tlnt.hmﬁI bt
metaphysics. British l‘?;ii:we'.l'lmr; and officinls
had introdiced into Willlamsburgh the pre-
valent free-thinking of Englishmen of that
century, and Jefferson had grown up in its
ntmosphere; he wis notonly o hatar of priest-
ceaft and superstition and bigotry and in-
intoleranece ; o was thought to be indiuerem
to religion vel his instincts all inclined him
to trave every-fact to o geseral law, and to
put faith in ideal truth; the world of the
sonses did not bound bis aapirations, and be
balived more than he himself was aware of.
He wos an idealist in'his habits of thought
and life, ns indeed is every one who has an
abiding "and thorough confidence in the peo-
pla; and he was kept so in spite of cireum-
stances by the irresistible bent of his char-
actor. He had great power in mastering de-
tails as well s in_‘searching for general
furiucmlm Hiy profession wna that of the
aw, in which he was methodical, pnins-tak-
ing, sud suceessful; at the sime tlme lse
ntudied low na o science, and was  well read
in the law of nature and of nations. W hat-
ever he had to do it wis his custom to - pre-
]mre himsglf fur it carefully; snd in public
ife, when others ware at faul, they often
found thnahﬁhud ulerl hnulrjeid c]-ut the

He loved homuge, and it made him
blind; to thoss who fnttered him he gave his
vonfidence freely, and often unwisely; and
while lig watched the general movement of
affairs with comprebensive sagacity, be was
never o calm observer of individual men.  He
was ol the choleric temperament ; though his
frarme was compaet and large, n.t from phy-
sical organization hio was singu Ll.l.'lf sensitive;

tion, borne on to utter his convictions fear-
lessly by un impulss which forbade his acting
otherwise, He was now too much in earnest,
and too much elevated by the greatness of
his work, to think of himself; too anxiously
desiring to aid, to disparage those who gsve
it. In the ﬁ.rturofhum.tmlv his fanlts dis-
appeared. His intellect and pablio spirit all
o noblest parts of his nature, were called
mm the fullest exercise, and strained to the
nmnnun of thelr healthful power. Com-
mmn other, furness of sight
and odnm of bnflaf with courage and
power of utterance, he was looked np to us
the ablest debuter in Congress, Preserving
some of the habits of the lawyer, lie wua re-
dundant in words nnd cumulative in nrgu-
ment; but his warmth and siocerity kept
him from the affcctations of & pedunt or &
rhetorician, Forbearance wus no longer in
senson ; the irrepressible talent of persevers
Ing, peremptory sssertion was wanted;
the more he was borne along by his own
vehement impulses the better; now his coun-
try, humanity, the sge, the hour, demanded
thist ‘the right should be spoken out, his high
excitement had not the sir of passion, but
